us = ful Meſſengers, whoſe mouths were ſtop'd in former 
Reigns, have had free Liberty, by Law, ( procured 
by the Influence of our late pious Prince ) to joyn 
wich theſe in the publick Eſtabliſhment to promote 
common Chriſtianity, and guide our Feet in the Paths 
ot Salvation: But alas! How have we lighted 
theſe excellent Benefits, and undervalu'd theſe Ad- 
vantages we have enjoy'd? Have we not been too 
little affected with the Word of God, and entertain d 
too mean an opinion of the Diſp enlers of it? Re- 
fus'd our ſpiritual Food, tho' never ſo wholſom and 
nouriſhing, becauſe it bath not (perhaps) been diſh d 
up in thoſe curious Sauces that might gratify our A- 
thenian Palates, or tickle our itching ears? And are 
we yet cur'd of our Formality and Coldneſs, Careleſ- 
neſs, and Indifference, and unthankful Retributions 
for the Kindneſs of our God?
